ROOSEVELT FIELD, N.  Y., 
July 1.—Wilmer Stultz, Amelia 
EKarhart’s trans-Atlantic pilot, and 
two companions were killed today 
in the crash of a plane in which 
Stultz »was performing stunts be- 
tween here and Mineola. 

The two men with Stultz were 
Pasquale Costellucis of Roslyn, and 
Edward B. Harwood of Mineola, 
personal friends of the aviator. 

The plane went into a tailspin‘at 
an altitude of about 300 feet and 
crashed. The two passengers were 
killed instantly. Stultz died as he 
reached the Nassau County Hospil- 
tal in Mineola. 

Stultz did not regain conscious- 

ness after the accident, and _ s0 

could not tell what had happened, 
but there were two mute witnesses, 
a left and a right shoe that did 
not make a pair, that told the story 
well enough for those with imagi- 
nation. 

It was the first time Castellucio 
and Harwood had ever been up. 
Stultz took them through a esries 
of loops. on one of which he bare- 
ly missed a rooftop. 

After the plane crashed, inves- 
tigators looked in the crumpled 
forward cockpit and there founnd 
one right shoe caught in the rud- 
der control on one side and a left 
shoe similarly caught on the other 
side. Castellucio and Harwood had 
sat-together in that cockpit. Those 
reconstructing theaccident saw evi- 
dence in these unmated shoes that 
they had been terrified by the 
stunting and had unintentionally 
jammed their feet in such position 
that they had taken control of the 
ship from the pilot. sd 

The accident occurred only a 
short distance frém Stultz’s home 
in Mineola. His wife, Mrs. Mildred 
Stultz, arrived at the hospital just 
as he died. They have no children. 
Stultz was born at. Williamsburg, 
Pa., 29 years ago. 

The airplane pelonged to John 
Hay Whitney, by whom Stultz was 
employed asa pilot. Others at the 
field said Whitney lent the plane 
to Stultz about six weeks ugo for 
him to do seme stunt flying. 

Harwood, one of Stultz’s com- 
panions, was a road inspector in 
Queen’s. He was 24 years old. 

Miss Amelia Earhart was deep- 
ly shocked when she learned of 
Stultz’s death. 

“This was Bill's first crash,” she 
said. “His death is a personal loss 
to me, and in aviation I don't

BARRING BREAD SUBSTITUTES 
AS WAY TO AID WHEAT GROWER 


Senator Allen Suggests Policy Might 
Be Adopted; Urges Dry Prop- 
aganda in Schools. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 1.—With- | 
out becomimg specific, Senator 
Henry J. Allen, in a pulpit address | 
here yesterday. at a union church 
service, suggested that the prohi- 
bition philisophy of the Govern- 
ment might be applied to the ac- 
tivities of the new farm board to 
give reiiet to the wheat growers 
by prohibiting the people from eat- 
ing substitutes for bread. 

Senator Allen, when he was 
Governor of Kansas, attempted to 
apply the prohibition philosophy 
of government to industry by hav- 
ing the Legislature creace a court 
of industrial relations whici sought 
to forbid iaboring men from quit- 
ting their jobs in concert without 
permission from the state and 
which sought to prohibit industrial 
managements from closing cown 
their plants or laying off men. 

In his church address Senator 
Alien devoted much of his time to 
a discussion of the _ prohibitioa 
question and urged that prohibi- 
tion propaganda be placed ir the 
schools and in the songs the peopie 
sing. 

The junior Kansas Senator point- 
ed out that American consumption 
of wheat was not up to the con- 
sumption in other countries and in- 
timated that something should b>» 
done about it. He declared that 
the per capita consumption tw the 
United States was only 4.8 bushei: 
while .n Canada it was 7.5 bushels,

disregard the prevailing prejudices 
against members of the theatricil 
profession. 

Even royalty paid its tribute to 
the actress from across the sea.

tant parts in Miss Gilman's later 
career asked to be introduced to 
her: The Crown Prince of Siam 
and the Duke of Sparta, Crown 
Prince of Greece.
